New Yorx, April 28.—The police 

made an important arrest of counter- 

feiters last night and this morning.

captured was Geo. L. Stanley, an al- 
leged manufacturer of counterfeit trade 
and ‘‘Bland’’ dollars. He fought des- 
perately, but was overcome and hand- 
cuffed. The next wer Matthew J. 
Rooney, Hugh Carey, Thos. Riley, 
Thomas H. Kearney and his reputed 
wife Lena, Patrick Smith. Mrs. Jennie 
Holden, wife of Jim Holden, now in 
prison for passing counterfeit money, 
was arrested this morning. The oper- 
ations of the gang extended through 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Kentucky, 
Virginia, Maryland and New York. 

ANOTHER RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 
Cuicaco, April 27.—There was an ac- 
cident this morning to the Pacific ex- 
press on the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
road near Bellevue. The Michigan train, 
composed of through baggage and mail 
car, a second-class coach, two first-class 
coaches and Pullman sleepers were run- 
ning at slow rate of speed when the air 
brake hose burst as the train was round- 
ing acurve. The east freight following 
collided with the rear of the express, 
telescoping the Bay City Pullman coach 
and badly damaging the Montreal car.

VIOLENT STORM IN TEXAS. 
Sr. Louis, April 28.—Texas dispatch- 
es say a violent wipd storm swept over 
the Northwestern part of the State last 
night, doing much damage.

An ox of 
1200 pounds on foot, shipped alive at 
Yellowstone Park for Chicago, loses 10 
per cent. by shrinkage of flesh, 


and =e also loses in quality. 
The loss in weight is 120 
pounds. The same animal, killed at 


the park and quartered, cuts 60 per 
cent of beef, or 720 pounds, and the 


- shrinkage in this 720 pounds by trans- 


portation in a refrigerator car 1s but 1 
pircent. The loss on the live steer, 
at $5 per hundred, is $6.20; on the 
same animal quartered, at9 cents a 
pound for the beef, but 65 4-5 cents. 
There is a saving of $5.55 on each 
steer of 1200 pounds live weightsby 
killing and dressing at the point of 
departure for the Chicago market. It 
costs $10 per head to. ship live 
cattle by rail from Montana to Chica- 
go—1300 miles. Add loss by sbrink- 
age, $6.20, and we have a total of $16.- 
20. It costs $1 per 100 pounds to 
ship the beef in a _ refrigerator car, or 
$7.20 for the killed stéer of 1200 live 
weight and 720 dead weight. Add 
cost of ice, COmmission and 65 cents 
for the shrinkage, and the total cost of 
shipping the killed meat in quarters is 
about $9.75. The net saving is $6.45 
on each ox of 1200 pounds live weight.
